Regulation is a 
jud ic ia l fun c ­ 
tion and prop­ 
erly b elongs to 
governm ent. 
Under the philosophy of freedom 
as expressed in the C onstitution, it 
is the function and duty of the gov­ 
ernm ent to regulate 
all activities in 
hum an society — 
in the interest of 
freedom , justice and fair play. It is 
the duty of the governm ent to rep­ 
ú late the practice of m edicine, the 
practice of law. m arriage and di 
vorce. social institutions and even 
religious institutions as well as b usi­ 
ness in the interest of eq uai rights 
to all and special privileges to none 
But it is not a proper function of gov­ 
ernm ent to d irect the activities of men 
“in the pursuit of happiness” in any 
field. 
U n d e r constitutional 
reg u la tio n 
b usiness in this country has m ade 
m arvelous progress. Who can point to 
a single exam ple of real progress in 
b usiness under governm ental direc­ 
tion? 
Under governm ental regulation, the 
railroads in this country were suc­ 
cessful and prosperous. U nder gov­ 
ernm ental direction the railroads are 
in a desperate condition today. 
In 1916, the railroads w ere prosper­ 
ous and had m ade the whole coun­ 
try prosperous. It was ab out this tim e 
that the governm ent ab andoned its 
constitutional function of regulation 
and assum ed the function of direct- 


ing the econom ic processes of the rail­ 
road b usiness. F ixing wages, hours of 
lab or and general conditions of ser­ 
vice are purely econom ic functions, 
and are outside of constitutional j u - \ 
dicial regulation But these and m any 
other econom ic functions have b een 
taken aw ay from the ow ners of the 
railroads and assum ed b y the gov- % 
em m ent. 
When the railroads w ere prosperous 
in 1916, they paid 157 m illion dollars 
in taxes, and the average am ount paid 
to em ployes was $ 892 a year. U nder 
governm ental direction, w ith practi­ 
cally one-third of the railroads in 
b ankruptcy, they are req uired b y the 
governm ent to pay over 325 m illion 
dollars a y ear in taxes, and the a ver­ 
age wages of em ployes have b een 
| 
raised to $ 1780 a year. 
Under governm ental 
direction a 
I 
large num b er of locom otive engineers 
m ake their m onthly m ileage b y w ork­ 
ing from ten to tw enty days, for which 
they receive from $ 250 to $ 350 a 
m onth. An engineer on a S outhern 
road takes a train 85 m iles in tw o 
hours and tw enty-six m inutes. This 
is counted as a day’s work. An engi­ 
neer on a W estern road takes a train 
76 m iles in one hour and 54 m inutes. 
He is on duty less than three hours, 
b ut is paid for a full day’s w ork. On» 
an Eastern road a conductor is on! 
duty nine hours and ten m inutes a 
day for 13 days in the m onth. This 
is considered a m onth’s work for 
which the conductor receives $ 296 92. 
The b rakem an on this run also w orks 
13 days in the month for which he is 
paid $ 213.66 
On June 1. 1938, ninety-seven rail­ 
roads were in b ankruptcy, in the first 
three m onths of 1938. railroads oper­ 
ating over 87 per cent 
o f the total 
railroad m ileage did not earn eno ug h * 
to pay the interest and rents fo r leased 
roads, and the deficit o f all the rail-A 
roads taken together was $ 106.000.000. 
Yet the railroads under governm en­ 
tal direction a re forced to pay the 
highest wages in their history, and 
carry a tax b urden of over 328 m il- 
lion dollars a year. R ailroad em ployes 
are a power in politics!
